The official count in Kentucky—the 
first under the amended election law, 
with the county boards made up of the 
Sheriff and two commissioners, one a 
Democrat and one a Republican—will 
take place to-day. Only one General 
Assembly district—the Sixth sena¬ 
torial. composed of Hopkins and Chris¬ 
tian counties—Is in doubt. Feiand’s 
majority of seven may be wiped out 
by certain contested ballots being 
counted Democratic, nils would give 
the Democrats twenty-six Senators. 
The legislative districts of Breathitt. 
Dee and Magoffin, and of Floyd. ICnott 
and Letcher, heretofore Incomplete, are 
placed, respectively, In the Republican 
and Democratic columns this morning. 


Mr. Sam Stone, former State Auditor, 
la regarded in Washington as the fav¬ 
orite In the race for the Louisville In¬ 
ternal Revenue Collectorshlp to succeed 
Sapp. Former Gov. Bradley, however. 

been called to Washington by Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt, and he may be able to 
prevent Stone’s appointment unless he 
can secure the position of Surveyor of 
the Port for Oen. Dan Collier. Con¬ 
gressman Irwin has also been sum¬ 
moned to Washington and Is said to 
have been given to understand clearly 
that Sapp’s removal Is certain. 


It was learned yesterday that E. H. 
Harriman, James Stillman, Jacob H.

The Greek Minister In Constantinople 
is said to have advised his Government 
that Turkey has accepted all the terms 
of France. Admiral Calllard has landed 
marines on the Island of Mltylene and 
occupied the customs at Midllll. The 
action of the Porte In yielding to 
France may encourage other Powers to 
press Turkish claims. 


Thirty Federal convicts at the Leav¬ 
enworth. Kaa.. prison mutinied and 
twenty-six are at large. In the rush to 
escape two guard* w.*r<* dangerously 
wounded, one convict was killed and 
another wounded, and one guard suffer¬ 
ed a broken leg.

Of Convicts In Leaven¬ 
worth Federal Prison. 


TWENTY-SIX ARE AT LIBERTY. 


TWO GUARDS WERE SHOT WHEN 
RUSH WAS MADE. 


ONE CONVICT WAS KILLED. 


Fled Through Forest and Held Up 
Passing Farmers For Horses 
and Clothing. 


GUARDS ARE IN HOT PURSUIT. 


Leavenworth. Kas., Nov. 7.—One man 
was killed, three others dangerously 
wounded and twenty-six desperate con¬ 
victs are nt large as a result of a 
mutiny late this afternoon at the site 
of the new United States prison, two 
miles southeast of Leavenworth, where 
400 prisoners from the Federal prison. 
In charge of thirty armed guards, were 
at work 

When the trouble began the re¬ 
bellious prisoners had only two revolv¬ 
ers. These hud been secreted In one of 
the walls of the building by some un¬ 
known person. There are two walls 
partly completed and the remainder of 
the site of the building Is surrounded 

by a high wooden stockade. 

• • • 

The Revolvers Obtained. 

Gus Parker, of Ardmore, Indian Ter¬ 
ritory, one of the ringleaders of the 
mutiny, under pretense of a necessity, 
walked to the corner of the stockade, 
where the revolvers were concealed, 
and under cover of some weeds secured 
them without being detected. He re¬ 
turned to the gang and passed one of 
the revolvers to Frank Thompson, a 
negro from South McAlester, I. T., who 

secreted It about his person. 

• • • 

Guards Were Unarmed. 


When T. E. Hinds, superintendent of 
construction. and three unarmed 
guards prepared to round up the men 
at the end of the day's work the two 
armed convicts covered them with the 
revolvers and, encouraged by the other 
mutinous convicts, forced the men to 
walk before them to the northwestern 
edrher of the stockade, where they ex¬ 
pected to make a rush through an 
opening 

• • • 

Armed Guards Outside. 

On the outside of the stockade was 
an armed guard, and the convicts were 
met at the opening by C. E. Burrows, a 
guard, who fought them back, but who 
received two shots In the neck. The 
convicts then rushed over to the south 
wall to another opening and were met 
by Arthur Treelford. an armed guard, 
who is In charge of all the convicts. 

Treelford resisted the convicts and 
was shot twice, hut not dangerously 
wounded. Defeated In their attempt to 
escape at this point the men rushed to 
the guardhouse, a temporary frame 
structure, where the arms are kept. 
The guards from the outside rushed in 
at this point and drove the convicts 
away from the guardhouse. J. P. 
Waldrupe, a guard, shot and killed

Escaped To a Forest. 


The prisoners then made a grand rush 
for the main entrance and twenty-six 
of them succeeded In escaping. 

Most of the escaped men are from 
Indian Territory. 

Closely followed by the guards the 
men ran to a nearby forest and suc¬ 
ceeded In evading their pursuers. 

The men went In the direction of 
Easton. Kas.. and it Is reported here 
that they have held up many farmers, 
taking horses and clothing en route. 

MaJ. R. W. McCloughry, warden of 
the penitentiary, was in Kansas City 
at the time of the outbreak, making 
arrangements for the congress of pris¬ 
on wardens, to be held there next week.

Convicts Agreed To Separate. 

The convicts in thHr flight compelled 
F. E. Hinds, superintendent of con¬ 
struction, to go with them and he was 
not allowed to return until they had 
gone almost two miles. W. F. Peasle, 
one of the fugitives who has only fif¬ 
teen months more to serve, deserted 
the band a few moments after Super¬ 
intendent Hinds was released. The two 
men reached here almost at the same 
time. They reported that the fugitives, 
after holding a consultation, decided 
that they would form themselves Into 
several small parties, so that some 
might escape though others should be 
captured. It Is the intention of all to 
attempt to reach the rough country 
] southeast of here.

Cavalry Could Not Pursue. 

Twenty-four members of the Fourth

SULTAN SAID TO HAVE YIELDED 

TO EVERY DEMAND OF FRANGE 


Step Not Taken, However, Until Admiral Calllard 
Had Landed Marines and Seized Custom-house.

Paris, Nov. 7.—5:40 p. m.—A dispatch 
from Admiral Calllard has Just been 
received, announcing that he landed 
marines on the Island of MitvJene this

The French Government has received 
satisfactory replies from all the Pow¬ 
ers. without exception, to its note ex¬ 
plaining the measures taken against 
Turkey. An excellent Impression has 
been created In official circles by the 
tone of the response of the United 
States, which Is couched In the most 
friendly terms. 

Official advices received here say the 
Turkish authorities have cut the tele¬ 
graph line between Mltylene and Con¬ 
stantinople.

Bapst. councilor of the French lega¬ 
tion at Constantinople, and was obliged 
to file all dispatches at the island of 
Syra.

DEAD BODY FOUND. 

Murder Believed To Have Been Com¬ 
mitted In Covington. 

Covington. Ky., Nov. 7.—The dead 
body of a well-dressed man apparently 
forty-flve years old. was found in a 
vacant lot In this city to-day. with evi¬ 
dence that death was caused by car¬ 
bolic acid. It was supposed to be a 
case of suicide. Later Investigation 
gave rise to a theory of murder. 

The only clew* to his Identity was the 
name H. C- Hastings, on a tag on hls 
overcoat, bearing the name of H. Claus, 
tailor, 89 West Madison street. Chicago, 
There was no empty bottle near the 
body.

Laura Bullion was to-day identified 
by a merchant who formerly knew the 
woman when she lived In Texas. 

She saJd to the police: "I have known 
the prisoner whom you call Longbaugh 
since last April. I met him in Ft. Worth. 
Tex., and we have lived under assumed 
names In various cities." She said she 
had lived with Bill Carver, a train rob¬ 
ber, who, she said, was killed In Sonora, 
Tex., last April. 

This afternoon Laura Bullion began to 
make admission* to Chief Desmond, 
which he says amount to a confession 
that her male companion is the bandit 
Henry Longbaugh. who is known to 
have been one of the Great Northern 
train robbers. 

The woman said that In Ft. Worth 
shortly after her first meeting with her 
companion, who then called himself 
Cunningham, she discovered In hls 
pocket a dictionary on the flyleaf of 
which was written “Harry Longbaugh. 
Wagner, Mont." 

She further told Chief Desmond that 
when "Cunningham” gave her $7,00o in 
unsigned Helena National bank notes 
she was convinced that he wa* Long¬ 
baugh. the train robber. 

She said she never mentioned her sus¬ 
picions to "Cunningham.” 

She confessed to the chief that she had 
forged the name of J- W. Smith, cashier 
of the National Bank of Helena, to the 
notes found so sign ed In her poss ession.

Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 7.—Yesterday 
Mr. Dickinson dispatched a messenger 
with a reply to the brigands' proposals 
as formulated In Miss Slone’s letter. 
It Is understood that nn Agreement ns 
to the amount of the ransom has been 
virtually established. The settlement 
as to the manner and place of payment 
and the surrender of the captives pre¬ 
sents the most difficulty, but an en¬ 
tente Is expected soon.

Are Geologists Over the, 
Wayne County Oil 
Helds. 


THE NATURE OF THE ROCKS 


UNLIKE THAT IN ANY OTHER- 
SECTION. 


THREE REMARKABLE WELLS. 


Montlcello. Ky., Nov. [Special ]— 
Geologists have been making & study of 
the Kentucky oil country, and are a lit. 
tie puzzled. No oil has ever been found 
in a rock like the oil-producing rock of 
Wayne county. In Knox county It it 
different. There, they have a sand rock 
something on the order of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania sand, if not the same. In Wayne 
and CUnton counties the rock, according 
to the authoiitlee, has never before been 
used as a stocehoue»e for oil. 

Nothing like this Kentucky formation 
has ever been experienced by oil men. 
This is true of conditions above «* well 
as below the oil-beating strata. 

Geologists find the formations be- 
tween the oil rock and the black ohale 
as much of & curiosity as the rock 
Itself. 

• • • 

The Kentucky Limestone. 

Limestones that are found here bej^ 
the shale are known as the Hud* n 
group. At the Palisades, on the Hud¬ 
son, the formation starts at the surface 
and extends 2,000 or 2,500 feet below, 
five or six different kinds of limestone 
being In the group, each four or five 
hundred feet thick. In Kentucky, there 
are only five or six hundred feet of 
limestone altogether, and the specimens 
are so compressed as to make It a com¬ 
posite rock. In some coses the layer* 
are su thin that they are almost lost. 

These- foots do not relate lo the oil 
that lies below, except as an lllustratloif 
of the freak* of nature in her treat¬ 
ment of limeFtone deposits and in mak¬ 
ing her appear a bit consistent in se¬ 
lecting for her Kentucky oil a rock th£t 
geologists never knew would carry oil. 

Thinning out of the formation la notn- 
Ing unusual. It is properly explained by 
compressions of the earth, when the 
formations were a soft ma*v». This 
might thin a stretch of rock at the 
south and thicken it toward the north. 
In this same field, for instance, there 
are thirty feet of black shale beneath 
ihe first gTou»» of limestone. In Penn¬ 
sylvania. there are 390 feet of this 
shale. It flatten* out as it goe« south¬ 
west. A few miles from here it prob¬ 
ably disappears altogether. 

After receiving this Information from 
the geologists here to examine the field. 
It Is comforting to know that this shale 
has nothing to do with getting oil. 

• • • 

True Indication of Oil. 


"The only indication of oil," aatd a 
veteran oil man. "I* when you find it.” 
And the geologies agreed with him. 

Nevertheless, it may be Interesting to 
obs^rvr* that the geologist* my that this 
oil-bearing rock that lus given Sunny- 
brook the three most remarkable well* 
In this country la the same rock that 
appears In the cliffs of Cincinnati. 

Right here It may be also of interest 
to note that the Trenton roclc from 
which Ohio draws much of her oil is Uv? 
rock cf the side* of the cliff of the 
Kentucky river at High Bridge. 

In Pennsylvania, nobody ever thought 
of getting oil above the black raale. 
This 1? a sort of elate that lie* in Ken¬ 
tucky from 200 to 350 feet below the 
surfarft In Wayne county they have 
been pumping oil from above thla shale 
tor six years. 

• • • 

Unexpected Happened. 

When the Sunnybrook wells weie 
drilled to the curious rock that la yield¬ 
ing no magnificently, that kind of rock 
was not under contemplation. The sand 
rock of Pennsylvania or the porous 
llmoenone of Ohio was the thing ex¬ 
pected. The unexpected happened, and 
the result was tire Geary gusher, a 
really wonderful well. 

"What is that fool drilling up there 
ror?" one of the knowing ones Inquired 
regarding ft prospector who went wlld- 
catting on a side hill outside of the line 
of demarcation. 

"Let the fool alone.” answered a 
cynic. "He is liable to strike a 3.000- 
birrel well." 

After the oil reck in Kentucky, what 
next? Nobody knows. Some men have 
advocated drilling below to find the 
Trenton rock of Ohio. More than one 
ha» attempted to do fo», and has ende-l 
In disaster. There a treacherous 
formation below the oil-producing 
horizon. It was here that Flanagur.’i- 
well raved In. It was here that the 
Fheitrev well caved in. Drillers speak 
about this formation as the "Pencil 
Cave," because that Is the mme given 
to a brittle substance found below the 
sand In Pennsylvania. But this 1* a 
different formation here. It is a Utica 
shale that becomes Infirm when the air 
reaches It. 

• • • 

What Lie* Beneath. 


There la suppoftM to be only fifty feet 
of It. and a lake of oil equal to the 
wealth of a city may lie In the Trenton 
rock beneath it. The Trenton rock la 
only 1,200 ftet down, only 150 feet 
below the Sunnybrook level, but wdth a 
crumbling *hale lying between. It Is as 
much a* a well Is worth, as much a* 
tools and prospects are wrortb. to go 
through. 

Some day. some one may drill a larger 
hole that can be caned beyond the 
danger point, and then Kentucky may 
present an oil field more wonderful than 
her wonderful oil rock—an oil field with 
three oil-bearing formation* at thre* 
dlPtlnct levels.

SCHLEY WAS NOT A COWARD. 


Washington. Nov. 7.—After sitting* 
covering forty days and with a record 
which, when completed, will cover 
about 2.000 pages, the Schley Court of 
Inquiry to*day. at 3:45 p. m.. adjourned 
its last public session. To CapL S. C. 
Lemly, the Judge Advocate, had been 
assigned the duty of making the clos¬ 
ing argument In the case, and soon 
after he had completed his speech Ad¬ 
miral Dewey, bringing ht 9 gavel down 
upon the big flat table, said: 

“There being no further business the 
court Is adjourned." 

The court has declined to grant 
the request made yesterday by 
Attorney Theall, acting for Ad¬ 
miral Sampson, that the remarks 
of CapL Parker concerning the fact 
that the Spanish steamer Colon lay in 
the harbor at Santiago for some hours 
after the arrival there of Admiral 
Sampson, be stricken from the record. 
Admiral Dewey, w’ritlng for the court, 
•ays that this action has been taken 

after careful consideration. 

• • • 

Attendance Large. 

As was the case yesterday when Mr. 
Itayner spoke the attendance was 
large. There was only one session dur¬ 
ing the day. It began at 2 o’clock and 
the entire time was devoted to Capt. 
larmly's address. He read his speech In 
clear and distinct tones, and was given 
careful attention. The speech In the 
main was an analysis of the testi¬ 
mony. but occasionally a conclusion 
was drawn and frequently there was 
criticism of the course pursued by Ad¬ 
miral (then Commodore) Schley. 
Speaking of Commodore Schley's con¬ 
duct. CapL Lemly said: 

From my knowledge of the man, having

In the return to the 
vicinity of Santiago and In the affair of 
2dav 31 the Commodore exhibited un»te*J- 
itves* in purpose and in push and failure 
to obey orders. 

This statement was made toward the 
close of Capt. Lemly # s remarks. After 
adjournment the members of the court, 
Admiral Schley and counsel lingered 
for a time about the hall In which they 
recently have spent so much of their 
time, and there were many affectionate 
words of farewell spoken.

The flames of the procession of paper 
effigies, chairs and horses burned In the 
courtyard of the yamen to carry his 
spirit to heaven told the crowd of offi¬ 
cials who were gathered In the narrow 
street outside the yamen that the end 
had come. Soon afterward a proces¬ 
sion appeared bearing a costly coffin of 
teakwood, beautifully lacquered. This 
coffin LI Hung Chang took on his trip 
around the world, and he brought It 
from Canton when he came to Pekin to 
settle the "Boxer" troubles. Since that 
time it had been kept in a temple 
here. 

The body will be placed In the coffin 
to-morrow morning with the customary 
rites. On Sunday there will be a cere¬ 
monial corresponding to a lying In 
state and all the Chinese officials will 
pay their respects. A separate day will 
be designated for the ministers of the 
Powers. 

The Interment will be at the birth¬ 
place of the deceased statesman, a lit¬ 
tle village In the province of An-Hul. 
The time has not yet been decided 
upon.

The first letter received at the Chinese 
Foreign Office came this morning from 
Mr. Conger, the United States minis, 
ter, saying that Secretary Hay had In¬ 
structed him to tender the regrets of 
President Roosevelt and the United 
Stales Government at the death of the 
great viceroy. 

The Chinese officials were unable to 
obtain communication with Prince 
Ching to-day. The Governor of Pekin, 
the Provincial Treasurer and the Gen¬ 
erals commanding the Chinese troops 
have sent a joint telegram to various 
points recommending Prince Ching to 
proceed and Join the court In order to 
present to the court the facts of the 
situation In Pekin before returning to 
the capital.

AN ALLEGED SPIRITUALIST 

ON TRIAL IN DETROIT. 


Mnn Who Operated In This City Un¬ 
der the Name of Robert Lang 
Accused of Murder. 


Detroit. Mich.. Nov. 7.—[Special.]—-In 
the trial to-day of AscJier. a medium 
charged with killing Vofmore Nlctiols 
and stealing his gold belt. John Kup- 
rlon. of Louisville, was the principal 
witness. Kuprion Is a dyed-ln-the-woo! 
spiritualist and wanted to be a medium. 
A sober, who went under the name of 
Robert Lang when living In Louisville, 
told him he would become a good me¬ 
dium If he would wear a gold belt. Wit¬ 
ness testified be got some material and 
made a belt, but n«U having the $60 In 
gold that he was to put In if. he bor- 
rowed thaf amount from his mother-in- 
law. Aschcr then instructed him how to 
worn* the belt and where to place the 
gold. 

After a while Kuprion thought he 
was not developing fast enough, so he 
made an Investigation. He found that 
the gold pieces had changed Into nick¬ 
els. Notwithstanding this he Is still a 
believer in spiritualism. Kuprion Is still 
on the stand and Is considered one of 
the Important witnesses for th«* prose¬ 
cution. 


A spiritualist and medium who gave 
his name as E. Robert Lang, and who 
claimed Detroit as his home, was ar¬ 
rested in Louisville about four years 
ago. He was suspected of having had 
something to do with the death of an 
old woman who lived on the "Point." 
The woman possessed considerable 
property and was taking lessons in 
spiritualism from Lang, who. It was 
said, was to get the property when 
she died. During the woman’s Illness 
Lang attended her and after her death 
It wac charged that he hud given her 
poison. A post-mortem was held, but 
no evidences of poison were found and 
Lang wan released. At that time it 
was said that Lang bad been accused 
of having killed a man in Detrolt- 


There are no signs of mourning In 
the city, although the populace is con¬ 
siderably excited. The ministers of 
the Pow’ers consider Yuan Shi Kai the 
strongest man in China after Ll Hung 
Chang, and they think his presence j 
here would have a good Influence on 
the court; but they fear the results of 
removing him from the province of 
Shan Tung, the most turbulent prov¬ 
ince in the empire and the seat of the 
“Boxer" movement. 

Yuan Shi Kai has controlled the 
province with an Iron hand. The situa¬ 
tion there In particularly delicate on 
account of the friction with the Ger¬ 
mans. and the substitution *»f a man 
with less tact would doubtless mean 
uprisings and a conflict between the 
Chinese and Germans.

Desperation of Russia. 

The death of LI Hung Chang is 
doubly regretted because he was the 
only Influential Chinaman who could 
deal with foreign Governments with an 
appreciation of the foreign point of 
view. Officials attached to Earl Li's 
household Informed the correspondent 
of the Associated Press to-day that the 
Russian minister. M. Paul Lesear. 
called early In the morning and stren¬ 
uously endeavored to have the seal of 
Li Hung Chang attached to the Man¬ 
churian convention before he died It 
Is Impossible to verify this statement 
from other than Chinese sources. 

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON. 

Fears That a Reactionist May Succeed 
Li As Viceroy. 

Washington, Nov. 7.—Minister Wu 
Ting Fang ha? not yef been Informed 
by his Government of the death of 
Li Hung Chang, and while crediting 
of course the Information conveyed by 
Minister Conger to the State Depart¬ 
ment. In the Interests of perfect safety 
he has cabled to P-kln for confirma¬ 
tion of the news before taking any ac¬ 
tion on the subject in Washington. 

"China has suffered a great loss by 
the death of Ll Hung Chang." said 
Minister Wu to-day, "and the position 
he held in Chinese affairs will be a 
most difficult one for Chine to fill.

The Power Behind Throne 
For Years, But Had Many 
lips and Downs. 

Settled "Boxers'" Rebellion 

So far as achievement la concerned Ll 
Hung Chang was unquestionably the 
greatest man China has produced since 
the days of Confucius, says the 
Chicago Chronicle. The two men 
cannot be compared, however, for they 
labored in widely different fields. Con¬ 
fucius was the lawgiver of the celes¬ 
tial empire. He It was who established 
the religious Ideals of his people—Ideals 
to which they have remained steadfast 
for more than twenty-five centuries. 
Ll Hung Chang has directed the eco¬ 
nomic policy of the empire In the most 
critical stage of Its existence and 
through at least two generations has 
been the power behind the throne, dic¬ 
tating the Imperial policies on matters 
of both foreign and domestic concern. 

Ll was born at Hofei In 1822. The 
place Is a small village In one of the 
central provinces of China. Ills father 
belonged to an obscure Chinese family. 
The boy was without wealth or social 
position to advance him. He was an 
atom In the hundreds of millions of 
other Chinamen about him. But he 
was pure Chinese. No drop of Manchu 
blood w as In his veins. 

Li’s father rose from obscurity to 
some eminence as a litterateur. .He won 
some reputation for learned disputa¬ 
tion. Ll took his first degree In the dis¬ 
trict examinations, and then passed 
through the next two degrees of Chi¬ 
nese scholastic honor—the provincial 
and Imperial. He won distinction 
among 20,000 competitors at the trien¬ 
nial Imperial examination In Pekin in 
1849. and this honor gained him admis¬ 
sion to Han-Un College. 

• * • 

Elevated To Nobility. 

Ilan-llii College Is a training school 
for the Chinese civil service. The schol¬ 
ar? receive the rank of nobles. They 
arejellgible to the highest offices In the 
gift of the Emperor. Ll became a noble 
and waited for recognition. 

He first became conspicuous early In 
the ’50*s. when he aided In the suppres¬ 
sion of a rebellion fomented by a stu¬ 
dent at one of the higher schools who 
had beet* wrongfully denied a degree. 
The rebellion was successful as far as 
the province whs concerned, the Man¬ 
chu officials being driven out. But em¬ 
boldened by success the rebels under¬ 
took the overthrow of the imperial dy¬ 
nasty and marched upon Pekin. In 
their progress they sacked the city of 
Lln-Chlng-Chou, where 200.000 Inhabi¬ 
tants were slain. Dissensions among 
the headers Impaired the efficiency of 
tin* army It is said that Ll Hung 
Chang was one of the chief Instru¬ 
ments In sowing the seeds of disorder. 
He was attached to the Imperial cause, 
but succeeded in sending fils emissaries 
inti) the rebel camps. In this he was 
assisted by Ward, the American who 
has figured In Chinese affairs so large¬ 
ly’ for the past forty years, and by 
"Chinese’’ Gordon, the English explor¬ 
er and soldier of wide renown. The lat¬ 
ter commanded the army opposing the 
rebels and In every engagement proved 
victorious 

Finding that their cause was hope¬ 
less, the leaders of the rebellion sought 
to make terms of peace They sent 
messages to Gordon asking that If they 
surrendered their lives might be spared 
Gordon assured them that they should; 
Li was knowing to this engagement, 
but when these ’kings." trusting In the 
plighted word of Gordon, came to the 
Imperial camp they were seized and be¬ 
headed. When Gordon learned what 
had happened there was a very angry” 
Englishman—so angry, indeed, that the 
story still circulates in China, how Ll 
went Into hiding to escape the wrath of 
Gordon, who hunted for him every¬ 
where with a sword, vowing be would 
hnvi* the General’s life. Later peace 
" **** made between them. Ll, it may' be 
believed, making the most ample apol¬ 
ogies.

Control of Tien-Tsln. 


he might bring the natives of Tlen-Tsln 
to terms. For decades they have been 
noted as malcontents.

While he was .Governor thc*te 
were no outbreaks. Too many stories 
were afloat as to his severity to en¬ 
courage any general uprising. 

When the telegraph was Introduced It 
met with much opposition. Proclama¬ 
tions were issued announcing that all 
telegraph pole® belonged to the Govern¬ 
ment and the district Magistrate who 
should fail to protect these would hear 
front his superiors. Yet It did not pre¬ 
vent some from talking. One old man 
In a village near where these signs of 
Western civilization had Just been 
erected was specially outspoken. He 
declaimed against them vigorously, 
predicting great perils, the failure of 
crops, murrain for the cattle, pestilence 
for the people. Finally his word? reach¬ 
ed the ears of LI. He sent for the 
man. and he wus dragged Into his ya- 
mon. Kneeling before the Governor, he 
answered the questions as to whether 
he had said such and such things, 
whether he was so and so. Admitting 
the truth of the reports, the old mnn 
hastened to beg for mercy, assuring the 
Governor he would nevbr offend In the 
same manner again. "Take him out 
and decapitate him.’’ was the only no¬ 
tice which Ll would give him.

VENERABLE MINISTER AND WIFE 

CELEBRATE GOLDEN WEDDING 

The Her. and Mrs. J. W. Warder Will Be Keiiicm- 
bered By their Many Baptist Friends. 


The first seiious reverse In the for¬ 
tunes of Ll Hung Clung came as the re¬ 
sult of the war with Japan. Although 
at his behest the Government had sp- nt 
millions for foreign weapons and edu¬ 
cation as to their uce it was found 
that the army and navy were Impotent 
as against th.» Japanese. All the blame, 
s.*mf of It deserved, fell upon Ll. His 
yellow Jacket, presented him as the 
highest compliment, the wearing of 
which permitted him to ride within the 
Forbidden City, wa« taken from him. 
And with the U*g of ibis he was at the 
same time stripped of his other 
tles. It was plain that his enemies had 
triumphed. 

The war went on Victory after vic¬ 
tory followed the attack? of the Japan¬ 
ese And at length it vvas seen that 
Mome of hi? advice. If It bail v een taken, 
might have saved th** Go # intent ro 
little humiliation The Government did 
the honorable thing. In an edict re¬ 
storing him to office it said that n mis¬ 
take had been made in listening to tb• 
who had accused him. Then follow td 
the demand that he go to Japan to sue 
for peace. How well he carried hime *!f 
at the time is recent history. Later he 
I was promoted to Pekin, to be in at¬ 
tendance at court. But he had lost In- 
I fluenoe. His position was an anomalous 
one. In order to properly thank the 
sovereigns who had intervened to *a\»- 
I China from Japan he took his trip 
I around the world. Li loved the sea. and 
the trip was one long holiday for him. 

During the Journey the aged states¬ 
man visited Chicago, where he was re¬ 
ceived with all the honors befitting his 
rank. On. his return home he reported 
to the Empress, but was not for a long 
time restored to his former rank. 

• • • 

Grant’s Estimate of Him. 

When Gen. Grant returned from hie 
tour of the world he declared that he 
hat! met four great men—Beaconsfield. 
Bismarck. Oambetta and Ll Hung 
Chang. The last-named he did not es¬ 
teem a» the least of them On his part, 
Ll reckoned that he had known only 
two entirely great men—Gordon and 
Grant. Statuettes of them, and «if them 
alone, adorn hi« audience room In his 
official residence at Tien Tsin. When 
Grant was his guef*t he lavished upon 
him every possible attention and honor. 
To all visitors he was courteous and 
hospitable, but be never failed to ask 
them characteristic Chinese questions 
and pertinaciously to ine’st upon an¬ 
swers to them. 

The title of "Bismarck of the East” 
has commonly been applied to Ll. not 
becauHt* lie held any such office under 
the Chinese Government as Bismarck 
<1 Id under the German, but chiefly br- 
rause of his HUccesn in foreign negotia¬ 
tions He was eminently successful. 
More than once he halllfd the diplomats 
of all Europe When he failed it was 
almost Inevitably because he wa® ham- 
pered by meddlesome order* from 
Pekin. One of his latest and most im¬ 
portant diplomatic missions was the 
settlement or term? of i*ace with 
Japan, in which he had to deal with 
Marquis I to. In this he freely confess¬ 
ed the embarrassment that wjs caused 
to him by domestic intrigues and criti¬ 
cisms.

Aftr*r the massacre of foreigners at 
Tien-Tsin In 1870 the Chinese Govern¬ 
ment became convinced that a stronger 
man was needed at that port, and Li 
was advanced to be the Governor, or 
Viceroy, of «’hee-l^ee. The city of Pao- 
Tlng-Fu is the regular provincial capi¬ 
tal. but Ll saw it would be best to move 
to Tlen-Tsln. and he did so. From that 
time on be was brought into constant 
Intercourse w ith foreign officials, to say 
nothing of globe-trotters, agents of for¬ 
eign firms nuking a monopoly and the 
tike. For many years It became * the 
thing for distinguished men from Eu¬ 
rope who were making the tour of the 
world to call upon the most noted man 
«n China. Li received them all. listened 
to them, deluged them with questions. 
an<l In this way stored his cApaciou? 
memory with facts and theories about 
the West which would have astonished 
any other Chinaman In the empire. Nor 
did be neglect other means. He found 
a man who had had long experience in 
China, and who to-day thoroughly un¬ 
derstands the customs of the country, 
Sir Robert Hart This foreigner he 
took into employ. Thus he had at hand 
a man who could give the most up-to- 
date information and predict with a 
good degree of certainty the action of 
any one Government under such and 
such circumstances. Nor was his ad¬ 
vice infrequently called for. It was 
soon perceived by diplomats that more 
could be accomplished by seeing Ll and 
having a straight talk with him for 
half an hour than one might hope to do 
In months of time at the sleepy court of 
Pekin. He was given other offices, lie 
was made Admiral of the Northern 
fleet. Commanding General of the 
Northern nrmy and tutor to the Em¬ 
peror. still under age.

Aided Many Reforms. 

One object sought by the Central 
Government in appointing Ll Hung 
Soon* Governor of Chee-Lee was that 


Li Hung Chang was one of the 
world’s richest men. His fortune has 
been estimated all the way from $50.- 
000.000 to $500,000,000. The latter figures 
are doubtless excessive. The source? of 
his fortune have been at various times 
widely discussed, and there are those 
who declare It to have come through 
bribery and peculation. This may at 
any rate be confidently said—that if he 
did not resort to such rmnns to Increase 
Ills wealth he was well-night the only 
public man In China who ha? not.

Settled the “Boxers’ 99 Rebellion. 

In the settlement of the recent "B ox¬ 
ers" rebellion Ll Hung Chang bore « 
conspicuous part. For some tlrnv* pre¬ 
vious to that disturbance his relations 
with the Dowager Empress wer*- badly 
strained, and on various occasions 1 e 
had been humiliated greatly by that 
imperious woman. But when the im* 
pc rial family h<d been for -d •© ffy 
from Pekin the court Instinctively 
turned to the aged statesman for relief. 
The foreign occupation of the capitol 
was u part of his plan to bring tlie 
rebels into subjection, although It 
might have been carried out without 
his connivance or consent. Wh .1 the 
•’Boxers'* were routed Ll united wtth 
the foreign ambassadors in insisting 
that their leader? be punished, anj th*- 
was done He resisted strenousty me 
excessive demands for Indemnity made 
by tome of the Power*, and with the 
assistance of the British and American 
representative* succeeded In securing a 
reduction In some instances. The Pow¬ 
er? Insisted Upon his official guarantee 
of the indemnities, and this, after con¬ 
sultation with tin- Enipr»s?, was given. 
In this guarantee the revenue? of the 
Government from certain sources were 
pledged to be devoted to payment, and 
the guarantee Is deemed sufficient, es¬ 
pecially as Sir Robert Hart ha? been 
charged with the collection of the 
money. 

There have recently been signs that 
the Emi»res* Dowager r* rented th? In¬ 
fluence of Ll Hung Chang. He succeed¬ 
ed in holding control of affairs, how¬ 
ever. up to the very last. The oonfld**ncH 
in him displayed by the foreign Powers 
was the chief bulwark of his strength 
at this time, as the Empress was given 
to understand that any slight shown 
him would be regarded as an offense 
to the allied nations.

DEATH ENOS THE CAREER 

OF MISS KATE GREENAWAY 


London. Nov. 8 .—Miss Kate Green¬ 
away. the artist. Is dead. 


Miss Kate Greenaway was an artist 
whose dainty work was appreciated by 
all. She included among her admirers 
the learned and the unlearned ullke. 
Few artists have given so much real 
pleasure by their work as she. Her 
delicious children, in quaint Eighteenth 
century costumes, have given delight to 
hundreds of thousands. Indeed, her 
pictures even led to a revival of that 
old-fashioned style of dress for chil¬ 
dren. and the "Greenawny” costumes 
were as popular as they were becom¬ 
ing. 

Mis* Greenaway was the daughter of 
a well-known wood engraver. She 
commenced her art training at the 
South Kensington schools. She first 
found remunerative work In designing 
Christmas cards and illustrating chll- 


t dren’s books. It v\os not until 1879 that 
she won a really great success. In that 
year she published a volume. "Under 
the Window.” Its success wa* Imme¬ 
diate The graceful work charmed 
every lover of children, and the sale of 
the book wus enormous. The following 
year Miss Greenaway published the 

Birthday Book for children," and of 
this no fewer than 150,000 were sold. A 
similar book made its appearance each 
succeeding Christmas. Miss Greenaway 
also illustrated an edition of ’ Mayor’s 
Spelling Book," and In this school book 
may be found some of her most grace¬ 
ful work. 

Miss Greenaway won a fome which 
extended far beyond the confines of her 
own land. In the United States >he 
was as great a favorite as nt home, and 
continental critics have been loud In 
praise t>r her work.

Water Colors, and her work In colors 
was marked by wonderful delicacy and 
refinement.

The elections of Tuesday last should

after every fusion somebody Is going 
to be fooled. The Democratic fusion In 
Nebraska failed.

Tamma¬ 
ny goes down to a defeat which Richard 
Croker had surely and twice over earned 
for it. Low Sc Company sit In the 
Rocker. But It will not be a year before 
the Company has gone to fingers and 
thumbs, its diverse elements quarreling 
among themselves over both the swag 
and the various schemes of reform, the 
community at large rather sick of Its 
bargain. All Tammany has to do Is to 
unload Croker, get rid of the Deverys 
whom Croker has foisted upon it, and 
go on Its way rejoicing, purified, and 
once again a winner! 

Croker lost the Gubernatorial election 
for Augustus Van Wyck In *99 by oust¬ 
ing Joseph Daly from the Democratic 
list of Judges. Not only was Joseph 
Daly an eminent and Incorruptible Ju¬ 
rist, but a man universally respected 
and loved. To turn him down was an 
arbitrary act on Croker* s part. But It 
was also a senseless act. It first 
amazed, then alarmed the public, and, 
In the end, it made a difference of twen¬ 
ty thousand votes to the ticket, defeat¬ 
ing Van Wyck, himself an admirable 
nominee, and placing Theodore Rooae- 
velt on his way to the White House. 

During the perpetration of this bun¬ 
gling Job, Croker talked Incessantly; he 
talked like a giddy school girl wKh her 
first silk dress; his feet in his mouth 
and bis hand in his pocket, whero. it 
seems to have been the last eight or ten 
years. 

As the Courier-Journal has said be¬ 
fore. in the character of a gen¬ 
teel tough Croker was excel¬ 
lent; In the character of a 
vulgar swell, he Is execrable. That such 
a man should be longer tolerated by 
such an Institution as Tammany Hall 
would seem to be Inconceivable. Any¬ 
where except in New York it would be 
Impossible. But henceforth even 
New York will have none of 
him. Tammany will never again 
carry an election with him In 
the lead. Whether sitting In quasl- 
regal state In hla semi-proprietary club 
on Fifth Avenue—a veritable mock 
Duke both In comicality and insolence— 
or whether posing as an English Squire 
at Wantage, he is equally Insufferable 
to American Instincts and Democratic 
IdealB. When he described Mayor Van 
Wyck as "a nice Uttle fellow who does 
as he Is told," he gave the measure of 
his own stature as a party leader, of 
his own spirit as a boss and parvenu, 
and, having lost both his senses and his 
grip, he ought to go, to be made to go, 
nor to stand on the order of his gjing, 
but to go at once. 

The result in Kentucky, although an¬ 
ticipated, Is meet significant and grati¬ 
fying. It Is gratifying because it is old 
times come again. It Is significant be¬ 
cause It implies, primarily, a getting to¬ 
gether of Democrats, but also, and by 
and large. It gives assurance that the 
young men of the party are coming to 
the fore, taking the places that rightful¬ 
ly belong to them and doing their duty 
with Intelligence and courage.

We send out 
greetings to the State and point to the 
seven thousand majority, bona fide and 
straight as a shingle, the result of send¬ 
ing all quibblers to the rear, and of get¬ 
ting together on live Issues and follow¬ 
ing live men, as at once an exnmple of 
what may be done and encouragement 
In the doing of it everytvhere. Let 
Democrats stop hair-pulling and hair¬ 
splitting, and, casting not a look be¬ 
hind, put their shoulders to the wheel 
to shove the old carryall out of the ruts 


of visionary theorizing and embittered 
factlonism and to get it going once 
more upon the well-born highways of 
Democracy.

A Pan-American Court. 

The Pan-American Convention has 
had under discussion a proposition for 
a treaty creating a Court of Claims 
for the various countries represented. 
In order to give this court Jurisdiction 
of a claim of a citizen of one country 
against the Government of another It 
will be necessary to show that the 
claimant has exhausted all legal re¬ 
sources In the tribunals of the country 
against which the claim U made. 

It is proposed that this court shall be 
made up of three jurists from each of 
the countries participating. But these 
Judges will not all sit in any case. 
When a controversy Is about to be sub¬ 
mitted each nation Interested shall ap¬ 
point one Jurist from the list who Is 
not a citizen of either of the countries 
Interested. The two countries Jointly 
shall select a third, or if they cannot 
agree the selection shall be made by a 
disinterested country. The three so 
chosen shall, If practicable, render a de¬ 
cision within six months. 

This is substantially the old way of 
selecting a Court of Arbitration. The 
difference consists only In having ready 
a list of names from which the choice 
shall be made. This would be a con¬ 
venience, but would not essentially al¬ 
ter the character of the plan of settle¬ 
ment. With nineteen countries repre¬ 
sented there would be fifty-seven 
Judges, so that, excluding the six from 
the two countries interested, there 
would be fifty-one names from w f hleh to 
select. Tills would apparently afford 
ample opportunity to get men accepL 
able to both parties. It might expedite 
the work of selecting the judges to try 
the case, but beyond this the advantage 
over existing methods of arbitration Is 
not apparent. However, the recogni¬ 
tion of the advantages of arbitration 
which would be Implied In the creation 
of such a tribunal might of itself be 
beneficial. 

The Pan-American Congress has no 
authority to create this court. That 
must be done by treaties among the 
various countries. The congress can 
only recommend the making and rati¬ 
fication of such conventions. This 
might prove a rather slow* business, and 
possibly several of the countries w'ould 
decline to accede to It. 

There Is one provision in the plan for 
the treaty which might prove embar¬ 
rassing in practice. It Is provided that 
a claimant shall be excluded from the 
benefit of the court If he has served as 
an enemy of the country against which 
a claim is brought, or has aided its 
enemies. This looks fair enough on its 
face, but when we consider the peculiar 
circumstances which surround many #f 


the Central and South American repub¬ 
lics It will be seen that the question is 
not free from difficulty. In some of 
them rebellions or Insurrections are fre¬ 
quent, and the rulers are rapidly 
changed. The rebel nf to-day becomes 
the ruler to-morrow. If he Is successful, 
and he proscribes those who upheld the 
Government or who gave them aid and 
comfort. A foreigner resident In the 
territory of such country is obliged to 
recognize the de facto government, but 
if that is overthrown he ought not to 
lose his rights that have vested un¬ 
der it. Hence It would appear better 
that he be allowed to prefer his claim 
and let an impartial tribunal decide 
whether he had really been an enemy 
of the Government. A permanent court 
would be of little value If each party 
may decide for itself whether a claim 
shall go before it. 


The Cotton Crop. 

H. M. Neill, thv cotton statistician 
of Liverpool and New Orleans, t*tlraate 8 
the cotton crop at 11,250,000 bales. Mr. 
Neill has before this been accused of 
partiality to the bear side, in order to 
help along the British manufacturers, 
and this propensity cost them dearly In 
1899-1900. He insisted on a full crop up 
to October, and his countrymen re¬ 
frained from buying until f he market 
had been put up to a hi&n point. 

In this case, however, Mr. Neill Is to 
some extent upheld by the action of 
the market. Spot cotton Is selling un¬ 
der eight cents In New York, and many 
think It will go lower. There Is a very 
heavy movement of the crop to the 
ports, which makes It appear that the 
South haa modified Its views as to the 
size of the yield. One thing la certain, 
and that is that the weather has been 
extraordinarily favorable for picking 
and for the maturing of the top crop. 
Killing frosts did not come In the cot¬ 
ton belt until last week, and even yet 
have not been general. Last year the 
hard frost came October 18, and the 
year before still earlier. Every day of 
the general Immunity' from freezing 
meant perhaps 30,000 bales, and the pro¬ 
tracted period of pleasant weather has 
materially Increased the production be¬ 
yond a doubt. If frost does not come, 
cotton will go on maturing till Jan¬ 
uary, at any rate. In favorable sec¬ 
tions. The conditions are confusing 
otherwise. The crop was injured by the 
July drouth, which in some localities 
lasted far into August, and when the 
dry period was broken It was often done 
with violent rains which did serious 
damage. In many localities the crop 
la better than last year, but, on the 
average, conditions have been worse. 
This militates against the Idea of a 
large crop. In spite of the great increase 
in acreage, but, owing to tbe lateness 
of Its maturing, its size cannot be 
definitely known. The precise informa¬ 
tion will come later. 

As Mr. Thomas Ellison, the British 
statistician, estimates the consumptive 
requirements of American cotton at 11,*. 
000.000 bales, there will be no large iflar- 
gln, even If it should turn out the pro¬ 
duction Is eleven and a quarter millions, 
provided trade conditions are strong. 
So far. they have not been very imIIh- 
factory- The situation at Fall River Lb 
not as good as It might be, though the 
collapse of Mr. Borden's attempt to 
force up w'agea has simplified matters. 
Still, If trade had been good, the other 
mills would have had to follow his lead. 
At the worst, though, every bale that Is 
grown will be needed, and the general 
prosperity of the South will be helped 
by a large crop. Prices may not be so 
high, but the crop money will be more 
generally distributed and the working 
up will give large employment to labor 
In every direction. 


A Very Expensive Jag. 

The closing of the Schley inquiry does 
not leave us without a naval Investiga¬ 
tion. Another Is about to begin In far 
Tutulla, an Island which was our share 
of the partition of Samoa. As Tutulla 
is chiefly notable for the harbor of 
Pago-Pago. we have governed It 
through a naval officer, Capt. Tilley, and 
he Is now* to answer before a court- 
martial a charge of drunkenness and 
improper conduct 

A mathematical genius out at Hono¬ 
lulu has been figuring out the cost of 
this alleged jag. Two vessels, the Sol¬ 
ace and the Wisconsin, have gone to 
Pago-Pago with three Rear Admirals 
and other members of the court. The 
coal bill of the Wisconsin Is put down 
at 136,000, and that of the Solace at $25,- 
000. It will require $25,000 to pay the 
expenses of the court, besides which 
there are the pay' of the officers and 
men and other miscellaneous items, the 
total being figured at something like 
$150,000. This is said to be more than 
the cost of the Schley Inquiry', and the 
distinction is claimed for Capt. Tilley 
that he is charged with the most ex¬ 
pensive drunk on record. 

Some of the Items In this account are 
perhaps not Justly chargeable to Capt. 
Tilley's alleged Indiscretion. The of¬ 
ficers and men. for example, would 
have got their pay just the same If 
there had been no inquiry, though it is 
true they would have been employed in 
some other way. The other items, 
however, are fairly chargeable to the 
court-martial, and there Is no doubt 
that it will be very expensive In pro¬ 
portion to the gravity of the offense 
alleged. 

It Is said in extenuation of the offense 
that, if guilty, Capt. Tilley accom¬ 
plished his bibulous exploit "at a place 
where eminent experts say there Is 
nothing to do but drink." It does not 
appear that Capt. Tilley will present 
this as his ground of defense. It might 
be subject to exception as not constitu¬ 
ting a valid defense. If not bad on de¬ 
murrer—or what is equivalent to a de¬ 
murrer In a naval inquiry—there w ould, 
perhaps, be no difficulty In proving it 
by any amount of expert testimony. 
No doubt time drags heavily In Pago- 
Pago harbor. There is little to do 


there, and the amusements are neither 
numerous nor novel. If they were al¬ 
lowed to consider such a plea as valid 
It w'ould not be without force before a 
naval court composed of men who 
know* by experience how It is them¬ 
selves. But Capt. Tilley will probably 
be advised that this plea will not avail 
him under the rules of the service, 
though the facts might be shown In 
mitigation of the punishment to be In¬ 
flicted in the event of conviction. 

Conceding all that the Honolulu 
arithmetician claims, we are by no 
means sure that this is the most ex¬ 
pensive Jag ever recorded, though It 
may be the most costly to the Govern¬ 
ment In a direct way. There have been 
cases In the service, however, where 
the indirect expense has been far 
greater. 

Time For Treasury Reform. 

The announcement made by the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury last week that 
he would resume the buying of bonds is 
approved by everybody who has studied 
the situation The fact that the Treas¬ 
ury Is holding $157,000,000 In excess of 
all its demand liabilities besides having 
$ 110 , 000,000 deposited In national banks 
while money Is "tight" In almost every 
section of the country shows how poorly 
tbe present system of collecting revenues 
accords with the requirements of busi¬ 
ness. A quarter of that immense sur¬ 
plus lying Idle In the Treasury vaults 
and not paying a dollar of Interest 
would, If returned to the channels of 
trade, remove all fears of possible con¬ 
traction In loans and stimulate every 
form of business, but It cannot he got 
out except in the purchase of bonds and 
the payment of necessary expenses. As 
expenses fall under the revenue receipts 
every month, there Is scant hope of re¬ 
lief In this direction, and Mr. Gage has 
taken the only reasonable course In pay¬ 
ing off the Government's obligations, 
saving interest and restoring to business 
a part of the money that should never 
have been taken away. It has been 
truthfully remarked that this Govern¬ 
ment is the only one in the world which 
collects its revenue In advance of Its 
needs, producing almost every year a 
stringency in the money market. Other 
Governments Issue treasury bills to meet 
emergencies for which our unwieldy 
surpluses are accumulated, and this plan 
is much the more rational one. 

The time l* propitious for reform In 
this matter and the next session of Con¬ 
gress ought to enact tbe necessary legis¬ 
lation. What It ehould be It Is not worth 
while to say here, but the remedy for 
the tight money markets caused by the 
Treasury operations can easily be found. 
The Job, though, had better be made a 
complete one. Secretary Carlisle dem¬ 
onstrated that the greenbacks were the 
most expensive currency we could have, 
and these ought to be retired and a new 
currency system devised which would 
be of the elasticity demanded by trade. 
It can be easily done and it is to be 
hoped it will be. 


A Fractured Philanthropist. 

Mr. Matthew Borden does not occupy 
quite so favorable a position bc-foie the 
public since he has withdrawn the 10 
per cent advance he so ostentatiously 
gave his operatives In his attempt to 
embarrass the manufacturers. When 
he was raising wages he gave out In¬ 
terviews in which he stated positively 
that the textile business—"my own 
business." he Is quoted as saying—Jus¬ 
tified his action. In the notice he posted 
In his mills announcing the reduction 
of 10 per cent, he says: "While this 
management believes that under exist¬ 
ing conditions wages should be ad¬ 
vanced, it will, nevertheless, pay no 
more than the market price for labor 
or for any other thing." 

Mr. Borden does not appear to ad¬ 
vantage tn thus skulking out of his po¬ 
sition of a few weeks ago. If his own 
business Justifies better pay of his 
operatives, why should he return to the 
market price which lately he scorned? 
The market price was not regarded by 
him then, and why should It be now?

REPORT MADE TO THE LOUIS¬ 
VILLE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Superintendent Mark Says Schools 
Are Not In Danger From 
Contagious Diseases. 


Louisville schools are not greatly 
troubled with truant pupils. 

A report was submitted to the School 
Board last night from Mrs. Mary D. 
Anderson Hill, formerly of the Neigh¬ 
borhood House, an organization which 
has given especial attention to truant 
children. The report embraces the 
period from May 22 to June 13, and cov¬ 
ers three schools. One hundred and 
sixty visits were paid to families and 
the following is the summing up of the 
report:

He mated that he had closed the 
South LotflFvIHo sch<*ol for thiee days 
on account of the Janitor's child having 
diphtheria. The building was thor¬ 
oughly fumigated, and the school sub¬ 
sequently opened. 

Supt. Mark said that there wa? not 
now any more diphtheria or scarlet 
fever than In former years. He further 
mated that such cases were not hid. 
a* probably In years gone by. Tbe 
physicians now promptly reported 
them, and the school authorities sent 
warnings to the parents of the afflicted 
children.

HIS LIFE WAS A BUSY ONE. JOSEPH JEFFERSON SPEAKS. 


FORMER FRESIDENTCLEVELAND 
ORATOR OF THE DAY. 


Mr. Charles Elmer Vreeland died yes¬ 
terday morning at his home in Bloom¬ 
field. Death came as the final linking 
under a paralytic stroke offered eigh¬ 
teen months ago. The funeral will 
take place this afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
and the burial will be in Bloomfield. 

Mr. Charles Elmer Vreeland wa« of 
that stamp of Confederate soldier that 
made Morgan's men the most famous 
raiders and fighters In the world. Going

In with the original body as a private, 
he served all through the war, and in 
that band, the name of which stood for 
courage, he rose by conspicuous gil- 
lantry to the rank of Captain. Then, 
before he could enjoy the fruits of hla 
efforts, he was Incapacitated by ty¬ 
phoid fever. When the war closed, Mr. 
Vreeland was but twenty-seven years 
old, having been born In Louisville in 
1888. 

Like other old Confederates, the 
young soldier straightway set about 
making his way in the world. He be¬ 
came Clerk of the Chancery Court, and 
married Miss Belle Quint, the daughter 
of Capt. A. P. Quint, captain of one of 
the famous antebellum river steamers 
that plied between Louisville and New 
Orleans. 

From Louisville Mr. Vreeland went to 
Bloomfield, then to Dallas. Tex., and 
back to Kentucky once more, locating 
this time in Glasgow. At every place 
he won the position to which his ability 
and talents entitled him. 

Fearless, upright, honorable and ener¬ 
getic, he never failed to command re¬ 
spect In the community and to be looked 
upon as a man of splendid attainments. 
For ten years before his final retire¬ 
ment from business, Mr. Vreelmd was 
cashier fcr the St. Bernard Coal and 
Iron Company. Three >>ars ago, on ac¬ 
count of declining health, he gave up 
active business and returned to hl9 
home at Bloomfield to rest Eighteen 
months ago Mr. Vreeland was stricken 
with paralysis, and since that lime he 
was an invalid. 

Mr. Vreeland was for forty years a 
member of the Methodist church. He 
was a member of ihe Knights of Honor 
and also the American Legion of Honor. 
His sister. Mrs. J. R. Duncan, lives in 
Terra Haute, Ind., while a brother, Mr. 
John P. Vreeland. Is a resident of Lion 
City, la. 

Mr. Vreeland leave® four eon*, all of 
whom have early proved successful— 
Mr. Grahnm Vreeland Is political writer 
and night editor of the Courier-Journal; 
Mr. John Vreeland i« one of the pro¬ 
prietors of the Farmers’ Home Journal 
and a member of the Democratic State 
Centra! Committee from the Fifth dis¬ 
trict; Mr. Hubert Vreeland has a posi¬ 
tion In the Department of Agriculture 
at Frankfort, while the Rev. Walter 
Vreeland Is now one of the leading 
Methodist ministers of Florida, being 
located at Jacksonville. 


ENORMOUS DECREASE 

IN NUMBER OF CATTLE. 


Live Stock Dealers Claim That Beef 
ateak Will Soon Be a Luxury- 
Congress Will Be Asked 
To Act. 


Chicago. Nov. 7.—According to In¬ 
formation received at the headquarters 
of the National Live Stock Association 
In this city, the Western public land sit¬ 
uation will be brought this winter be¬ 
fore Congress, with a request that Con¬ 
gress take steps to ameliorate prevailing 
conditions. 

Prominent cattlemen of the West, who 
have been investigating, are prepared 
to show that during the past five years 
there has been an enormous decrease in 
the number of cattle in this country, a 
decrease which seriously threatens the 
be^f food supply and that unless speedy 
action Is taken by Congress, beef will 
be selling In a few years at such fab¬ 
ulous prices that only the wealthy can 
afford beefsteak. The causn? of thl** 
rapid decline in the number of beef 
cattle is said to be due solely to the 
contraction of Western public grazing 
lands and the increase in the consump¬ 
tive demand 

INJUNCTION WILL STAND. 

ChlcAgo Board of Education Cannot 
Furnish Free Text Books. 

Chicago. Nov. 7—Judge Neely, in the 
Circuit Court, to-day denied the peti¬ 
tion of the Board of Education of the 
cVty of Chicago, asking that the Injunc¬ 
tion be dissolved which restrained that 
body from furnishing free text books 
to children of the first four grades of 
the Chicago public schools 

The court held that special legislation 
on the subject was necessary before the 
Board of Education could legally ex¬ 
pend public funds for such a purpose. 
The Injunction whs grunted some time 
ago at the Instance of local Catholic 
educators 


Child a Victim of Plague. 

Liverpool Nov. 7.—A seven-year-old 
child, suffering from the bubonic 
plague, who was Isolated a fortnight 
ago, died to-day of exhaustion. The 
other patients under treatment here are 
out of danger. 


Pittsburg, Nov. 7.—The exercises cel¬ 
ebrating Founders' Day at the Car¬ 
negie Institute, which have come to be 
recognized as an annual event of great 
Interest not only to the people of Pitts¬ 
burg. but to those of other cities, were 
held in Music Hall this afternoon. 
Seldom. If ever before, has the occasion 
been so Interesting and attended by so 
many people. Long before the hour 
set for commencing the exercises the 
capacity of the hall vv»b strained and 
the doors had to be closed, barring out 
At least 2,000 disappointed people, who 
had stood In line for a long time hop¬ 
ing tu gain admission. Aside from the 
natural interest attaching to the open¬ 
ing of the institute's winter season of 
art and music, the presence of former 
President Cleveland as orator of the 
day, and of Mrs. Cleveland as honor 
guest, served to augment the desire of 
the people to participate In the exer¬ 
cises The entrance of Mrs. Cleveland 
Into one of the boxes was the occasion 
of hearty and prolonged applause. 
Hardly had this noise subsided when 
another outburst gieeted the appear¬ 
ance of the former President on the 
stage. The vast audience received the 
distinguished guen by rising and giv¬ 
ing expiesslon to its pleasure by hand¬ 
clapping and waving of handkerchiefs. 

Under the guidance of W. N. Frew, 
president of the Board of Trustees, 
the exercises of the day were then car¬ 
ried through.

Cleveland’s Speech. 

Former President Cleveland spoke of 
“The Obligations of National Co-partner¬ 
ship." saying. In part: 

The most serious and persistent evil 
that disturbs co-operation among our 
people jb found in the contentions and 
quarrels between employers and em¬ 
ployes. Surely, as an or.g.tml proposition, 
there should be no antagonism m this 
country between labor and capital. On 
the contrary, they should be in one close 
a. ance and friendship. Our institutions 
forbid that an explanation of such antag¬ 
onism should be found In class Jealousy 
and abuses. No American citizen was 
ever yet doomed by birth to a life of 
labor or poverty, and fortunes are ihe 
products of industry and Intelligent en¬ 
deavor. Labor and capital touch and 
mingle so constantly and naturally 
among us that the laborer of to-day :s 
frequently the employer of labor to-mor¬ 
row They should always supp.ement 
each other, as the warm rain supple¬ 
ments the fertile soil, to produce in Joint 
contribution an abundant store of the 
riches of nature. Nor can the most con¬ 
suming desire for happiness excuse con¬ 
tentious envy of capltal-atle wealth; fur 
it is beyond reasonable dispute that the 
bulk of happiness among the American 
people is found on a plane of our soc.al 
life far below that occupied by the rich. 
The* cares and anxieties of the occupa¬ 
tion of money-getUng and money-keep¬ 
ing and the strangling of genuine plea¬ 
sure which is so often the result, certain¬ 
ly ought not to excite the envy of the 
man who contentedly works with hts 
hands and whv> by an irrepealable ftxi 
may find In his work th* way to real, 
s.nrple. unperverted happ:n«*ss. While 
healthful and normal conditions of na¬ 
tional partnership forbid envy and un- 
friendJiness on the part of the employed 
toward employing capital, so also such 
conditions mom emphatically forbid the 
grind.ng selfishness, the greedy rapacity 
and trunerclHous haughtiness which too 
often characterize the treatment of the 
employed by capital.

Unity of Purpose Needed. 

! deeiro distinctly to disclaim any in¬ 
tention to suggest whut may be the enusa 
or causes of the dislocation which un¬ 
fortunately so frequently occurs In the 
relationship of labor to cap.tal. Whether 
U results from unreasonable and irritat¬ 
ing demands on the pari of labor, or 
whether our workingmen listen too cred¬ 
ulously to malign counsels, or whether 
again th© trouble utlstw from the greed 
and avarice of capital and of its Im¬ 
mense aggregations. I do not pretend to 
say. Perhaps all these have a share in 
creating the difficulty. But there Js an¬ 
tagonism in this relationship where thero 
should be a generous unity of purpose.

American Co-operation. 




The situation Itself prove* that some¬ 
where there are members of our partner¬ 
ship in American Citizenship who act in 
violation of partnership duty: and 1 am 
sure that I venture nothing in making 
the assertion that the only remedy for 
this situation must be found in a return 
to the observances of the ktw or Ameri¬ 
can co-operation. This return will not b© 
accomplished by nursing real or imagi¬ 
nary Injuries on the part of labor, nor 
by lordly and selfish arrogance on the 
part of capital. A beginning must b© 
made by conspicuous examples of a rec¬ 
ognition of the duty and obligations 
which are th© conditions upon which the 
full enjoyment of our partnership advan¬ 
tages depends These examples should 
Induce conservative and tolerant coun¬ 
sels: they should be prominently recog¬ 
nized and appreciated and constant ty 
pressed upon the view of all who may 
be remix* in their obligations to Ameri¬ 
can co-operation— whatever the scope and

Those who love their 
country cannot do otherwise ihon fer¬ 
vently hope that the example here exhib- 
ited may not only Incite others to do 
likewise, but may accomplish its share 
toward dispelling misconception, distrust 
and suspicion on the p.irt of nr\y within 
Its Immediate Influence who haw allowed 
themselves to n garxl great wealth hh in, 
evltably «n unwholesome element tn our 
body politic.

THE DEAD HONORED. 


CONFEDERATE MONUMENT UN- 
VEILED IN MURFREESBORO, 
TENN. 


PROMINENT MEN PRESENT. 


Col. Bennett H. Young Delivers the 
Principal Address of the Day and 
Extols Southern Soldiers. 


Nashville. Tenn., Nov. 7.—[Special.]— 
To-day fully 8.000 people. Including 
many distinguished men. attended the 
unveiling of the handsome monument 
erected by the people of Murfreesboro 
in that town In commemoration of the 
Confederate dead. The massive base of 
the monument is of stone, quarried on 
the famous Stone river battlefield, sur¬ 
mounted by a bronze srntu© of an In¬ 
fantryman. the cast being the same as 
that of the Tennessee troops at Chlck- 
amauga. The little city was profusely 
decorated in flags and bunting, and 
during the dedicatory exercises business 
was almoBt suspended. 

Col. Bennett H. Young, of Louisville, 
was the orator of the day and delivered 
an address In which he paid a glowing 
tribute to ihe living as well as the dead 
of the Confederacy. The oration and 
the unveiling were interspersed with 
music. A company of Confederate in¬ 
fantry and a troop of cavalry were 
present In uniform, carrying full equip¬ 
ment. 

United States Senator William B. 
Bate met several men of hi* commanrl 
whom he had not seen since the close 


of the civil strife. Scenes of happiness 
were intermingled with those of pa¬ 
thos.

OTH teams are In fin© fettle for 
the game at League Park to¬ 
morrow afternoon between the 
State College eleven and the 
Louisville Y. M. C. A. team. 

Both teams have trained hard for this 
event, and both of them are confident 
and determined to win. Coach Kllcr, of 
the State College team, says that all of 
his men are In the best of condition. Their 
good players, who w T ©re Injured early In 
the season, with the exception of Elliott, 
are all back In the gam© and all of them 
are In splendid condition. Kehoe and 
Murtln are again on the ©nds fAr State 
College, and a better pair could not be 
found in th© 9tat©. both on offensive und 
defensive work. 

For the locals Rodman or Vteaman will 
look after the left end. and either Rob¬ 
bins or Crow will attend to the right ex¬ 
tremity. Either pair of these are able 
to take care of the ends In good shape 
nnd also to run with the ball when called 
upon. At the tackles will be Capt. Rog¬ 
ers, weighing 186 pounds, against Jett, 
who tips the beam at 175. Last year the 
latter was a tackle on the second team, 
and did good work at this position, and 
so far this season has shown up well. Bob 
Ylraman will have his hands full with 
Pollard, who weighs 190. five pounds more 
than the local man. Pollard Is the couch 
of the line for State College and Is one 
of the best tackles that they ever had. 
He has played this position on the Culver 
Military Academy and later on the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois, and Is a cracking good 
man at the place. Clark. 215, will be up 
against Bolling. 170. The latter is a new* 
man. but he plays with a snap and dash 
that makes heavier men look like school 
boys. Page, the giant pound left 
guard, or Abrahams, will have their 
bunds full with Cravens, who is putting 
up a strong game at right guard for the 
l*cxlngton team. Cravens is a new man 
on the team, but he plays a very fast 
game, and so far this arason has be* n 
doing some of the beat playing of all the 
line men. McClure, who will be at center 
for the visitors. Is also light and will 
only weigh about five pounds more than 
Keim, the light but good local center, who 
tips the beam at 166. Both of these nun 
are light for the place, but they play u 
corking good game and will very proba¬ 
bly have an Interesting argument tn the 
middle of the bunch. 

At quarter for State will be Scholtz. of 
Louisville. Scholtz weighs about 100 
pounds, but he Is fast And Is playing .4 
great game during the absence of Elliott, 
and will be kept at this place for the 
rest of the season. He was the quarter 
on the second team last year, and this 
season Is playing tho best defensive work 
of any quarter In the business. He Is u 
hard, fearless tackier and gets Into all of 
the Interfererce In flno shape For the 
local boys either Roberts or Robbins will 
be In the game. Thu former has be* n 
out of the game with a broken hand for 
some time, while Robbtns bus h couple of 
bad ankles, which give hhn s great deal 
of bother and make him slow. This has 
always l>een the weak spot of the local 
team, as there lias .never been a brilliant 
player at this place, which Is the most 
important In the eleven. Robbins is 
steady, though a trifle slow in th • game 
and handles punts well, while in practice 
he Is erratic. In practice Roberts Is as 
speedy as any of them In th© business, 
but in a gam© he gets a little nervous, 
and while he is a hard, sure tackier, can¬ 
not handle the punts safely. 

State College has a fine trio of backs 
In Hughes, Dyer nnd Scott. Neill Hughes 
Is another Louisville boy. He weighs Idu 
pounds and piuys left half. He Is a v©j 
fast runner and plays «t good defensive 
gam©. Dyer, who plays right half, will 
weigh 175 pounds. II© Is a new* man. hut 
has been improving right along, and n<*w 
that Vogt Is out of the gam© will take 
th© place as a regular man. His improve¬ 
ment has been very rapid, and he Is now 
playing as good a gam© as any of the 
backs In th© State. Scott, who plays full 
back, will weigh about 170 pounds. He is 
a gi>o*l punter, a fin© burk©r and gets 
Into all of the Interference. He is also a 
good man at backing his lin© on the 
defense, and all who have seen him play 
will remember his punting and place- 
kicking. for which he Is noted. At Lex¬ 
ington last year h© place-kicked about 
ten times, and each time for fifty or sixty 
yards, and Kehoe and Martin were al¬ 
ways there about the time the hall 
landed.

RUINS HARLEM STREETS. 


Rapid Transit Tunnel the Channel of 
Broken Thirty-Six-Inch 
Water Main. 


Naw York. Nov. 7.—A thliiy-six loch 
water main that supplies the high pres¬ 
sure service for Columbia and Wash¬ 
ington Heights, broke to-day and sent 
| a flood of swirling water down the 
hill into the excavation for the rapid 
transit tunnel The break recurred at 
Hroadwuy and One Hundred and Thir¬ 
ty-third street and was caused by a 
blast in * n*ar-hy trench The water 
quickly filled the trench and Rent th© 
laborers at work in It scurrying to 
higher ground. The flood in Its rush 
down th© hill made washouts ten feet 
deep lit the streets. Several t©ama w©r* 
caught in the stream and the driver* * 
had to Jump for safety.

MRS. KEIGWIN GETS MARRIED. 


Newell C. Kathburn wm found dead 
In room So. 50 In the Kalla City Hotel. 
Jeffersonville HI* corpse was discov¬ 
ered at noon yesterday by the landlord, 
Fiank Ogden Rath bum had retired 
without locking hla door. In hla pock- 
eta were lelt»»rs from his wife. Sue 
Rathbum, of 1204 High street. Little 
Rock. Ark. They had been received by 
Rath burn at Plattaburg barracks. N. 
V. He was a member of the Twenty- 
seventh Infantry. Company K. The let¬ 
ters were burdened with an abandoned 
wife’s love for a husband, who she 
did not believe had deaertdd her. In 
one she Implored her busbard not to 
kill himself. 

In a poct**i memorandum was this 
entry, written by Rathbum: 

My name Is Newell C. Kathburn. In 
case of accident or death notify my wife, 
Rue Rat ft burn. )*>i High street. Uttlu 
Hook. Ark. 

Many unexplained i Iroumstnncc-H sur¬ 
round the case w ith mystery. William 
Ten Eyck, who registered frpni Water- 
town, N. V.. accompanied Rathbum to 
the Falls City Hotel and paid for lodg¬ 
ing for himself and Kathburn. He said 
he met Kathburn some time ago In Lit¬ 
tle Rock. Rathbum was shabbily 
dressed. This observ ation w as made by 
Landlord Ogden when Kathburn went 
to Ills room. Ten Eyck hud a valise 
and was well dressed. Some time aft¬ 
erward Kathburn appeared In the of¬ 
fice and presented a different appear¬ 
ance. He had discarded a faded brown 
check coat and vest and had on a gray 
striped coat and vest. Ten Eyck had 
given hhn the garments. 

• We at*? going out for a little tune.' 
one of them remarked to the landlord, 
who answered that no matter what 
time they returned they could go to 
their rooms. This was the last seen of 
the pair by the hotel people during the 
night. It w as evidently long after mid¬ 
night when they returned. 

About u o'clock yesterday morning 
Ten Eyck came down stairs, lie in¬ 
formed Mi. Ogden that Kathburn had 
gone to bed drunk and deolrcd to sleep 
as long as possible. 

“Tel! him he can And me where he 
met mo in Louisville Wednesday If he 
wants to see me." 

After breakfast Ten Eyck left, say¬ 
ing: 

Maybe 1 will come back this even¬ 
ing." 

Mr Ogden decided to arouse his guest 
for dinner. 

A knock, and no response came from 
room No. 50. The door was opened and 
Kathburn was found cold In death. Mr. 
Ogden Immediately walked to E. M. 
Coots & Sons' establishment and in¬ 
formed Frohman Coots, the Deputy 
Coroner. Shortly afterward the body 
was taken In charge by Deputy Cor¬ 
oner Coots. Not a cent was found In 
P.gthburn'B possession __ 

In addition to four letters, which had 
been written by his wife. Kathburn had 
flve orders for meals. They had been 
Issued by Capt. J. R. Lindsay, of the 
Thirteenth infantry. R. O., and were 
dated Little Rock. September 12. They 
showed that Newell C. Kathburn was a 
soldier traveling from Little Rock to 
Plattsburg barracks, in New York. 

The letters told a story of separa¬ 
tion. and were In a hopeful vein. Mrs. 
Rsthburn said she could not endure 
life unless she could be with her hus¬ 
band. She complained of being •blue." 
and said she never cared to go out. In 
one she said she had been told her hus¬ 
band had deserted her. but she did not 
believe he would. 

Deputy Coroner (’oofs expected to ho 
able to Interview Mr. Ten Eyrk. but 
he failed to return The Deputy Cor¬ 
oner is Inclined to think Kathburn end¬ 
ed his life, though by what means he 
Is unprepared to say. He found Rath- 
burn to have been In good physical con¬ 
dition. though there wns some conges¬ 
tion of blood. 

He wired Mrs. Kathburn. hut received 
no reply.

MONEY FOR KINDERGARTEN. 


The Rev. Dr. J. Kinsey Smith has 
written an open letter In which he re¬ 
plies to Judge Barker's criticism* of hi* 
rerent sermons on "Crime and Crim¬ 
inals In Louisville." Dr. Smith pve- 
tamn his letter by stating that he had 
distinctly disavowed the accuaatlon of 
any individual or s«*t of Individuals, 
whether connected with the courts of 
law or outside of them. He blamed the 
lawlessness of the city on the apathy 
of the public conscience and the fail¬ 
ure of the general body of citizens to du 
their duty. 

Dr. Smith’s sermon w as directed espe¬ 
cially against the crime of murder, "in 
which," he states, "this city does stand 
under a most exceptional and terrible 
Indictment, however one seeks to ex¬ 
plain or minimize It." 

Dr. Smith denies, and he believes 
Judge Barker will not admit, that any¬ 
thing like 90 per cent, of the murders 
in Ia>uisvillc and the Stale are commit¬ 
ted by negroes. 

"As to the proportion of murders be¬ 
tween Canada and Louisville. If we 
count out all the negroes In this city, 
there are certain^' 125,000 white people 
here. Nof , In the year 189S of 
the twenty-eight murders commit¬ 
ted In this city, certainly more 
than six of them were by white 
persons. Now. supposing that there 
were only six murders by white persona 
—It Is more likely that half of them be¬ 
long to this class of our population— 
but, for the sake of argument, suppose 
there were only six. see how monstrous 
Is the disproportion between the mur¬ 
ders among the white |>eople In Louis¬ 
ville and In Canada. Even ut this low 
estimate Louisville still has forty times 
the number of murders to her credit. 

Judge Barker says that if we elim¬ 
inate the negroes and consider only the 
white people, one may search the world 
for more law -abiding, religious and cul¬ 
tivated people than the Kentuckians.' 

I would like to ask my honorable 
friend if he has ever heard of the 
mountains of Kentucky and of the in¬ 
numerable ’killings’ there, and whether 
these mountain people are white or not, 
and whether they deserve the honor¬ 
able appellation of ’Kentuckians?' Is it 
not better for us to admit the plain 
facts, rather than try to hide them? 
Kentucky has hosts of good, law-abid¬ 
ing. religious and noble-minded people, 
but she has a very large element of 
white people who are not good. law- 
abiding. religious, noble-minded. And 
of this one crime of murder Kentucky 
stands accused before the high court 
of the civilized world as occupying a 
bad. if not Isolated, pre-eminence." 

Dr. Smith said that he did not regard 
It os the duty of a Christian minister 
tn become a detective of crime or its 
prosecuting attorney, and that he 
would have nothing to do with any 
movement on the part of the minister* 
of the city looktng toward auch an end. 

Judge Barker made the following 
statement In regard to Dr. Smith’s let¬ 
ter: 

‘ I have no desire to enter Into any 
sort of controversy with Dr. Smith. The 
records would show the exact figures. 

1 had never kept any statistics, only re¬ 
taining a general impression as the 
cases proceeded. After the publication 
yesterday of Dr. Smith's letter. I con¬ 
cluded to count up all the untried cases 
where the charge was murder and that 
are now pending In my court In order to 
see about how the proportion really 
ran. and the following is a complete 
list of all such murder cases: 

"Morris Stone, colored; James Carter, 
colored; Matthew Kelly, colored; Janies 
Hicks, colored; Wash Nesbitt, colored: 
Solomon Duncan, colored; Charles Mc- 
Mlckle. colored: O. P. Elzy. w*h1te; Wil¬ 
bur Hansom, colored: Clem Buchter, 
white; Charles Washington, colored; 
George Hanlon, white; Hugh Vlttato, 
white. 

"It will thus he seen that the colored 
people, who constitute about one-fiftli 
of our population, commit about nine- 
thirteenths of the murders. 

"1 will In a few days get up the sta¬ 
tistics In the cases of cutting, shooting 
and stabbing with Intent to kill, where 
death did not ensue. In order to see 
what proportion of such crimes are 
committed by colored people. 

"Of course. I do not contend that the 
list of murder trials now pending in 
my court furnishes an absolute cri¬ 
terion for ascertaining the proportion 
of murders committed by whites and 
black*, as T think the list ought to be 
extended over a longer term. But 
there I* nothing In the records to show 
whether a white or black man Is 
charged with murder, and It would be 
almost Impossible to go over tried cases 
and find the races to which the homi¬ 
cide belongs. Tn untried cases, as th« 
parties are In Jail, the jailer was able 
to furnish the Information." 

Judge Barker reiterated his kindly 
sentiments toward Dr. Smith and the 
colored race. 

"I believe there are many most ex¬ 
cellent men and women among the col¬ 
ored people, and 1 also believe that the 
race, as a whole, 1* entitled to great 
credit when all the conditions that sur¬ 
round them are taken Into considera¬ 
tion." _ _

The Genera! Council was In sr»iion 
two hours and ten minutes last night, 
and the only business of Importance 
transacted was the passing of the old 
irlze fight ordinance, which has been 
sleeping for months, and the parage 
over the Mayor's veto of the ordinance 
contracting with the Home Telephone 
Company to place police and fire de¬ 
partment wires underground. 

A long delay was caused In the lower 
board by the failure of the clerk to find 
the underground wdre ordinance, which 
was to have come up for passage In the- 
body last night. It was finally reported 
that the ordinance had cither been mis¬ 
laid or atolen. but the City Attorney 
was so anxious to have the ordinance 
passed that he requested the upper 
board to prepare a certified copy for 
immediate passage. The copy was fur- 
nlahed. but the lower board adjourned 
without acting on it. However, the or¬ 
dinance will come up again at Satur¬ 
day night’s meeting, which will be the 
last of th 2 « Council. 

Both hoards adopted a resolution giv¬ 
ing to the Louisville Free Kindergarten 
Association any money that might be 
returned to the city by the Conclave 
Committee from the appropriation made 
for lighting and policing the city during 
the concl&vn.

Board of Aldermen. 

The Board of Aldermen was called to 
order at 8 o’clock with ten members 
present. The minutes of the preceding 
meeting were read, approved and 
signed. The Committee on Grievances 
reported an ordinance to prevent glove 
contests or boxing matches where a 
price of admission Is charged in the 
city of Louisville. The ordinance Is 
sweeping In Its character and imposes 
a fine on persons who take part in 
such a contest, or those who referee, 
lease property or aid and abet a fight. 
The Board of Public Safety Is charged 
with suppressing prize fighting. A fine 
ranging from 85 to >$100 Is Imposed 
against any person violating any sec¬ 
tion or provision of the ordinance. The 
ordinance was put on its passage and 
adopted by a vote of 6 to 4. 

Mr. Munn Introduced a resolution 
authorizing the Controller to make up 
a voucher In favor of the Louisville 
Free Kindergarten Association, paying 
any money that may be returned to the 
city from the fund created to light and 
police the City during the Knights 
Templar conclave, the sum not to ex¬ 
ceed $2,500. On motion the rules were 
suspended and the resolution w^as 
unanimously adopted. A committee 
was appointed to take the ordinance to 
the lower board and explain It. 

A communication was read from 
Mayor Weaver vetoing the ordinance to 
place the fire alarm wires under¬ 
ground. His reasons were that by giv¬ 
ing the Home Telephone Company the 
contract the city could not purchase 
the equipment In the open market. Be¬ 
sides the cost would be $1,000 more 
than If the supplies were bought In 
the open market. The ordinance was 
put on Its passage and passed, Mr. 
Reed and Mr. Conrad refusing to vote. 

A resolution was Introduced approv¬ 
ing and authorizing the publication of 
the fourth compilation of the ordi¬ 
nances of the city of Louisville, to¬ 
gether with other matters therein men¬ 
tioned, under the supervision of the 
City Attorney. The resolution was 
adopted. 

A resolution adjourning until Satur¬ 
day night was adopted. The bonds of 
Joseph K. Chambers, the new abstrac¬ 
tor, and of W. T. Keager, as wharf- 
master. were approved. 

The board adjourned.

Board of Councilman. 

The Hoard of Councllmen was called 
to order at 9 o’clock last night by Presi¬ 
dent Stern, with twenty-one members 
present. The delay of -one hour was 
caused by the absence of Mr. Meri¬ 
wether. Me offered prayer. 

A communication was read from 
Mayor Weaver vetoing the ordinance 
contracting with the Horne Telephone 
Company to place the fire and police 
wires underground. The ordinance was 
passed, the Mayor’s veto to the con¬ 
trary* notwithstanding Mr. Cunning¬ 
ham voted to sustain the veto and Mr. 
Ramsey refrained from voting. 

A resolution was Introduced author¬ 
izing the CV>ntrol!er to draw a voucher 
in favor of the Louisville Free Kinder¬ 
garten Association for whatever money 
the Conclave Committee might pav back 
to the city. The resolution w** adopt¬ 
ed. and Miss Whiteside, of the associa¬ 
tion. addressed the board briefly, thank¬ 
ing It for the money. 

The bonds of J. K. Chambers, ab¬ 
stractor. and W. T. Reager, wharfma?- 
ter. were approved. 

A resolution was adopted ordering the 
fourth biennial compilation of the city 
ordinances printed. An adjourning reso- 
Kttlon to nex<t Tuesday was offered. 

City Attorney Stone stated that he 
was very anxious to have the under¬ 
ground wire ordinance passed by this 
Council, and that It would have to he 
done before next Tuesday. He said that 
the original ordinance had been mislaid, 
and he suggested adjournment to an 
earlier date while a copy was being 
procured.

THE THIRD TRIAI. OF MULLEN, 
LOCKE AND O’NEIL BEGINS. 


NO NEW FACTS DEVELOPED. 


Mr. Armstrong, who was the first 
witness • ailed by the Government, tes¬ 
tified that the polling place had been 
changed from 1024 West Walnut to 
West and Green streets, but he saw’ no 
notice posted at the former place an¬ 
nouncing that the polling place had 
fcH»en changed. 

The witness left 1024 West Walnut 
street with a crowd of people to go to 
West and Green streets. He remained 
at the voting place until about 3 

o'clock. 

Borne time before 7:30 a. m. a colored 
man named Anderson, who was the 
colored Republican Judge, demanded 
admittance to the polling place. This 
demand was refused by the officers 
Inside the polling place. Crttea (Who 
Is now dead) refused to admit Ander¬ 
son when the demand was repeated. 
Witness stated that Anderson was ad¬ 
mitted to the polling place about 9:30 
o'clock, which was before the polls 
had been opened for voting. Witness 
stated that he <Armstrong) dnd Mr. 
John B. Baskin took out warrants for 
the arrest of Mullen. CTIte*. O'Nell and 
Locke for obstructing the election. 
They were not arrested and taken to 
the station, but were allowed to give 
bond In the polling place. Other war¬ 
rant* were sworn out later in the day. 
and tills time the defendant* were ar¬ 
rested and taken away to the station, 
but soon they gave bond and returned. 
Witness described the scene at the poll¬ 
ing place, stating that there were two 
line* of voters, one composed exclu¬ 
sively of white men and the other line 
composed of negroes. There were many 
negroes In line. It took some of the 
voters about twenty minutes to oast 
their ballots. Witness had timed sev¬ 
eral. Witness saw a white man enter 
the polling place by the side entrance 
while th» voting was In progress. 

The witness was briefly cross-exam¬ 
ined by counsel for the defense, the ob¬ 
ject being to lay a groundwork so s* 
to show by other witnesses that this 
witness was mistaken In many of his 
statement*, especially with reference 
to the alleged conduct of the officers. 

• • • 

Some Clashing Details. 

Mr. Baskin, the next witness, contra¬ 
dicted Mr. Armstrong In one point. 
Mr. Armstrong had stated that when 
he arrived at the voting place Crltes. 
once one of the defendants, was Inside 
the voting place. Mr. Baskin said that 
Crlte* w-as without the voting place 
and that he. Mr. Baskin, with Mr. 
Armstrong, engaged Crltes in conver¬ 
sation. 

"So you state to this Jury that Crlteo 
whs not on the tnside with the door 
closed?" asked Judge Gordon. 

"That's true." 

The witness stated that he had as 
good an opportunity to observe os did 
Mr. Armstrong, and he was unable to 
my who were In the polling place when 
they gut there. 

Mr Babkin's testimony wa* frequent¬ 
ly objected to by Judge Gordon, for the 
defense, but the objections In most in¬ 
stances were overruled by Judge Evans. 

Masterson, the next witness, who was 
a Judge of the election, "hewluted to re¬ 
coil’’ several times w hen a eked direct 
questions. It was shown that Master- 
son. on advice of Mr. Baskin, had re¬ 
fused to give up the poll books until the 
officers Inside were ready to open the 
polls. 

The testimony of Dr. Marque** \v*a 
mainly to the effect that there were two 
lines, one of white men and another of 
black. 

Anderson, a colored preacher, swore to 
Bob Locke’s delaying the election by 
asking numerous que**tir.na of negroes 
w’ho came to vote, while white men 
were allowed to g.» unchallenged. 

Also, the witness testified to the 
double lines, and declared that the w*hite 
men got in sooner than did th^ negro***. 

The trial will he resumed at 10 o'clock 
this morning.

ITALIAN FRUIT PEDDLER 
MURDERED FOR HIS MONEY. 


Mystery Surrounding the Death of 
Antonio Natali In Chicago 
Cleared Up. 


OhW*ago, Nov. 7.—With the discovery 
of a bluod-bespattered basement room 
at 192 North I'nlon avenue and the oj- 
rest of Its late occupant to-day, Fellpo 
Rlnl. an Itallaji fruit peddler, the mys¬ 
tery surrounding the death of Antonio 
NataJI. w’hose body was found hidden 
In a barrel on a prairie near Western 
avenue and Klee street. Is said to have 
been cleared up. 

Thut Natali was lured Into the base¬ 
ment and murdered for his money by 
Hcveral men seem* practically certain. 

In the pocket of Klnl was found $300, 
mostly in bills, supposed to be part of 
the proceed^ of the rubbery, some of 
the Mils lading covered with what ap¬ 
pears to be blood-stains. Two bloody 
hatchets were round In the house and 
a trail of red stains leads to the street, 
where Natali's body Is supposed to 
have been k»aded Into a wagon and 
hauled away. A necktie. Identified as 
one belonging to Natali, was found In 
the basement. In the yard were several 
fruit barrel* similar to thut In which 
the murdered Italian’s body was found. 
A wagon In which the body I* believed 
to have been hauled away was dis¬ 
covered In Klnl'* yard. There are staJus 
in the bottom of the wagon believed to 
be blood spots. 

The police have four other men under 
arrest. They are Michael Leonl, Domi¬ 
nica. Duchi. Dominica Vermont and Gi¬ 
ovanni Soafarl. One other alleged par¬ 
ticipant In the crime Is t»eing hunted.

For the second time In ten years, 
fire wiped out the Louisville Litho¬ 
graphic Company last evening. The 
blaze started toward the rear of the 
second floor of the building at 226 Sec¬ 
ond street and thoroughly cleaned out 
the upp**t floors. 

The* president of the company, Mr. 
C. C. Richardson, the general manager. 
Mr. G. F. Beek. and the secretary. Mr. 

J J. Beek, place their loss at $17,300 
Of this amount, $15,000 Is covered by in¬ 
surance. scattered !n various compan¬ 
ies. 

How the fire started !» a mystery. It 
was discovered shortly before 7 o’clock, 
the first alarm going in at 6 A& fr<>m 
box No. 38. Two other alarms quickly 
followed, bringing out the emir#* d* 
partrneni, except the engines in the 
outlying districts*. 

Number 220 Is one In a long line of 
Htorea and the effort* of the firemen 
were directed to keeping the blaze with¬ 
in the original walls. By the plucky 
efforts of the firemen, this w as accom¬ 
plished. Tiie only fire damage was sus¬ 
tained by the Lithographic Company, 
hut E. 8. Bonnie, the whisky house, at 
280. and B. S. Bull, commission merch¬ 
ant. at 226, suffered from water. Their 
cnmhirwd loss, however, will not be 
over $1,000. 

The building Is a four story b«-|»*k 
belongrlng to Harry Weltwlnger. It was 
‘dajnagod to the extent uf several ihou 
Mml dollars. 

The cause of the blaze could not be 
discovered The officers of the litho¬ 
graphic company left the place about 
IiRO o’clock and at that time every¬ 
thing appeared to bo in excellent shape.

IT DEPICTS VIRGINIA’S GRIEF. 


An Important meeting of the South¬ 
eastern Mississippi Valley Freight As¬ 
sociation convened at the Galt House 
yesterday morning to readjust grain 
rates to all southeastern points from 
all northern and western gateways. 
The meeting was largely attended and 
some of the high officials of Southern. 
Western and Northern roads were In 
attendance. After continuing in ses¬ 
sion for a greater part of the day. the 
meeting adjourned at 5:15 o’clock yes¬ 
terday afternoon until 9 o’clock this 
morning. It will probably conclude Its 
business to-day. 

For several months complaints have 
been made that grain men of St, Louis 
and adjacent territory were being dis¬ 
criminated against in the matter of 
rates to southeastern paints. These 
complaints were of such a nature that 
It was decided to call a meeting of the 
freight association ami give each side 
an opportunity to make its protests. 

A number of grain men from Sl 
L ouis. Ev&nsville. Cairo, Henderson 
and other points were present and 
stated thetr complaint. A committee 
from the Board of Trade and several 
Louisville grain men were aiso In at¬ 
tendance and discussed the rates be¬ 
fore the association. The whole ques¬ 
tion was gone over ut considerable 
length and subcommittees were ap¬ 
pointed to equalize the rate and make 
n report back to the association to-day. 
Just what kind of a report it will make 
Is a matter of speculation now, but 
from Information obtained yesterday 
afternoon It is pretty safe to say that 
some changes will be made.

Southern Railway To Florida. 

Mr. S. H. Hardwick, general passen¬ 
ger agent; Mr. W. A. Turk, assistant 
passenger traffic manager, and Mr.

One little question asked yesterday 
afternoon of Sir Moses Ezekiel, whose 
statue of Thomas Jefferson Is to be 
unveiled here Saturday, transformed 
the famous sculptor Into the boy of 
forty years ago. standing with hls 300 
comrades In a sodden and rain-soaked 
wheat fleld facing a score of belching 
cannon and holding an army of 10,000 
men at bay until the veteran troops 
these boys were ordered to "support" 
could form their broken ranks and 
rally behind them. For Sir Moses 
Ezekiel was one of the little band of 
cadets from the Virginia Military In¬ 
stitute who won the battle of New 
Market for the Confederacy. When 
that memory comes back to him fill 
thought of his art and triumphs go 
glimmering and he Is once more the 
lad of seventeen. In hls gray coatee and 
white duck tiousers shooting straight 
and charging home with bared bayonet 
against thousands of veteran foemen. 
And, knowing this, hls interviewer 
asked him If he were not at New* Mar¬ 
ket. Hls eyes began to snap, he 
straightened swiftly In hls chair, hls 
face IK with the glow of brave en¬ 
thusiasm that not all the questions of 
his work had brought. 

• • • 

He Was There. 

"Yes," came the answer, short and 
quick. "I was the Orderly Sergeant 
of Company C. And my place was 
with the colors. You know, the vet¬ 
erans we were supporting broke and 
began to run. Men were tearing by us 
on all sides. The battle was lost, it 
seemed to us. But Gen. Rosser came 
charging across the fleld and yelled 
out to us: Mark time!' Our com¬ 
mandant. ‘Old Billy* Shipp, as we 
called him, gave the order to our bat¬ 
talion. The Captains repeated the com¬ 
mand to their companies and those 300 
boys, under Are concentrated on them 
from all parts of the fleld, steadied 
their line and ‘marked time* until 
every man was shoulder to shoulder. 

"Wlille we were doing this Generals 
and Colonels and Captains and every 
kind of an officer were urging and 
praying the broken veterans to turn 
round and fight It out. But we weren’t 
thinking about them. The shell was 
bursting over us and the canister was 
rattling down and the fellows were 
dropping here and there. You know 
the youngest of us was fourteen and 
the oldest nineteen years of age. 

"Charley Randolph, who was w*th 
the colors, hollered out: ‘Boys. It ain’t 
any use to duck and dodge. If a bul¬ 
let's meant for you. It's goln' to hit.' 
Just then a mlnnte ball g<v him square 
In the forehead and down he went. I 
stooped over him. because before we 
went into the fight he told me he had 
a package in hls breast pocket that he 
wanted me to look out for if he got 
hurt. 

"I had my hands on It when a bullet 
went through my leg. It was the fleshy 
part, though, and didn’t count much. 
Then 'Old Billy' and hls horse went 
down together. 'What’s the matter. 
Colonel?* I asked him. ‘It's only my 
horse. You boys go ahead,* and we did. 

"A few yards farther and I caught 
one in my left breast. It knocked me 
over and I thought It wouldn’t take 
any more for me. I slipped my hand 
to the place and was afraid to bring it 
back. But I did, and it was covered 
with blood. I tried it again to see if I 
could find the hole, but the ball had 
just cut through the skin and hadn't 
done any damage. 

"By this time the boys were ’way 
ahead of me, and the space between us 
looked mighty long. I wasn’t going to 
walk over it all by myself, because that 
looked pretty impertinent In the face of 
all those Yankees, and so I started to 
crawl on my belly. 

"At last I got up to the boys with 
the colors and they began to laugh. W. 
T. Wise said: ’Good God. 'Zeke, I 

thought they finished you up back 
there.' 

"We were In a wheat fleld then and 
the Yankee guns were 300 yards away. 
The boys didn’t have sense enough to 
lie dow*n, and they cut us up awful. 

• • • 

"Let’s Charge ’Em!” 

"Then Cabell, our first Captain, said: 
‘Let's charge ’em.’ He hadn’t got the 
wordB out of his mouth when a bullet 
struck him in the head. But that 
couldn’t stop us. We went on over those 
300 yards, and behind us came the vet¬ 
erans. who had rallied. The last 1 re¬ 
member of the battle is that we got 
right up among the guns, and I grab¬ 
bed the bridle rein of an officer's horse. 
The officer drew his pistol and started 
to shoot, but one of the boys ran him 
clear through the body with his bayo¬ 
net. 

'‘After It was all over I started out to 
look ior my chum, Garland Jefferson. 
It was night then and the moon had 
come up. 1 had fought barefooted all 
day because 1 lost my shoes that morn¬ 
ing in the mud. But 1 went along bare¬ 
foot, looking for Jefferson. I rau Into 
Wise and lie Maid: 'What ore you do¬ 
ing barefoot? I've just gotten a fine 
fit.' 'Where did you get it?’ I asked, 
because I knew he was barefoot during 
the battle. 'Oh, a Yankee gave ’em to 
me.’ 'What kind o’ Yankee? ‘A dead 
one. of course.’ 

"He went on by. I felt l couldn't take 
the shoes off a dead man's feet. 1 never 
had stolen anything before und 1 didn’t 
like to begin that way. But I met 'Old 
Billy,' who was going over the fleld to 
pick up our dead and wounded, and he 
said: 'Ee, there. Ezekiel, put pome shoes 
on.* 'Where’m I going to get ’em. Col¬ 
onel?' 'Why. there Is a store full of 
Shoes all round you.* 

"And so there was. There were twen¬ 
ty dead Yankees lying right In front of

I found him In a little house with a 
hole through hls breast and his head 
lying on an overturned cook stove.'What 
have they done to you. Garland?* I 
asked him. 'Oh. they've tied up my 
breast and they left some medicine for 
me, but a dying man who w as writhing 
around kicked It over. Can’t you get 
me a little water?' 

"I had to cross the battlefield to get 
the water, and when 1 came back with 
It all the Yankees who were dying out 
there began to cry and beg me for just 
a drop. It's awful hard to refuse a dy¬ 
ing man. but 11 I gave It to them there 
wouldn't have been any for Garland. 

"I got back to the house and gave 
him the water. Then I had to return 
for roll-call. We w*ent In 100 strong 
and nineteen of us answered 'here* that 
night. I went back to Garland and he 
died in my arms three days later.
